the parameters are used to format the XML document.

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Identifying contents of the packet 
exchanges,. the contents Including 

parameters indicating request for the 
network connection and acknowledgement of 
the request ; and 

genera ting- the XML document using the 
contents of the packet exchanges wherein 
the parameters are used as elements in 
formatting 1 the XML document. (Emphasis 
a deled . )
